Pan! being ramſbed in ſpirit, 
could not vtter what he ſaw there, how can we ex- 
preſſe, what God hath reſerued for preſent faith, and 
fature ſizht, as we® walke by faith, and not by ſight ? 
o Let vs ſeekeit, and ſet onr affections vponit, as v pon 
the P onely treaſure of our hearts, (1nce 4 this is not our 
reſt, who* hauing here nocontinuing Citie, muſt looke for 
one to come, that! when that which is perfect, is come, 
then thit which is in part, may be done away. 

But in the meane time, lince we finde now what 
this perfection is which our Seu/our ſpeaketh of, to 
wit, 4/rue conformitie vnto himſelfe in that which is 
perfect, not per(omall, but communicable, both in the way 
of arace,not only as it u preſcribed by the Law, but perfor- 
med by the G«(þ*ll, in the nature and actions of the rege- 
nerate, and in the life of glory; let vs diligently ſearch 
the depth of this latter queſtion, how farre cam any 
man here liuing proceede in thus perfettion? A maine 
point of perfect knowledge calily found by the due 
conlideration ofthe three-fold eſtate of man in this 
world, as firlt, in his nature, ſecondly, in his fall, 
thirdly, in his new birth. For firſt in hisnature he 
was crea'ed* good, % according to Gods Image of holineſJe 
and righteouſneſſe; yet is he not therefore any way
